Claim 

Claims 1-26 and 39-56 have been canceled. 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of Group I and combination-subcombination A (Claims 27- 
38) in Paper filed on June 13, 2005 is acknowledged. Because Applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 27-38 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claim 27 is allowable since there is no prior art of record teaches an array 
substrate device having a color filter-on-thin film transistor (COT) structure for a liquid 
crystal display device comprising: 

• first and second gate pad terminals contacting the gate pad 

• first and second data pad terminals contacting the data pad 

• a first color filter pattern disposed between the first and second gate pad 
terminals : and 

• a second color filter pattern disposed between the first and second data pad 
terminals . 

Claims 28-38 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 27. 
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Conclusion

Chang et al. (US 200401 091 02A1) disclose an array substrate device having a 
color filter-on-thin film transistor (COT) structure for a liquid crystal display device 
comprising first and second gate pad terminals contacting the gate pad; a second color 
filter pattern disposed between the first and second data pad terminals. However, this 
reference has same assignee with the instant application. Therefore, the rejection 103 
is inappropriate. 

Kim et al. (US 6900856 B2) disclose a manufacturing method of a liquid crystal 
display device includes steps of forming liquid crystal display by patterning the 
passivation layer and the gate insulating layer by using the black matrix as an etching 
mask to expose the portion of the drain electrode, the gate pad, and the data pad. 

Kobayashi et al. (US 20050082528 Al) disclose a thin film transistor array 
substrate including an insulating substrate, a first metallic pattern formed on the 
insulating substrate, and an insulating film provided on the first metallic pattern. A 
semiconductor pattem is provided on the insulating film, and a second metallic pattern 
is provided on the semiconductor pattern. The second metallic pattern is surrounded by 
the semiconductor pattern.
